It is a simple and inexpensive matter to develop the full beauty of a room with painted walls 
and ceilings that harmonize exquisitely with your own particular color scheme of furnishings 
such as rugs, draperies and upholsteries. Therefore we have taken the most popular homefur- 
nishing color schemes and suggest pleasing walls selected from the rainbow-hued Color Chart 
of Luminall paints.

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SOIMD PRIIICIPIES OF MTERIOR DECORRTinG 




Color balance is achieved by using two main colors that are either 
direct opposites such as Blue and Peach, or, the more subtle of indirect opposites such as Green and 
Peach. The dominant color which is used on larger areas such as walls or draperies is the softer color. 
The second or brighter color gives character to the room. The use of a third color in small quantities 
as an "accent" is usually used to add the final charm to a room. 

1. It the room you intend to decorate is dark [poorly illuminated}, paint your walls with 
light colors such as Yellow, Sea Green, Ivory, Cream, Buff, Peach, or Pink — these colors have high light- 
reflection values and are considered "cheerful" colors. Your local electric light company will be glad to 
furnish the services of an illuminating engineer upon request. 

2. If the room is light [well illuminated], dark colors, such as Coral, Gray, Powder Blue, or Green, will 
give a more pleasing and restful effect. 

The color which woodwork or trim is painted is a very important item 

in decoration. 

1. In large rooms woodwork should generally be in contrast to walls because it makes the 
room seem smaller and more intimate. Ivory or Off- White is very beautiful against pastel 
colored walls because of the contrast. 

2. If you wish colored wood trim, use a slightly darker or lighter shade ot the wall color. 
This gives color relation which is essential. A decorative scheme based upon variations in 
tone of one basic color is known as a "monotone scheme." See page 3 for example.

2. Chintz and linen are very popular with painted walls because of warmth and interest lent by their pat- 
terns. The use of prints give opportunities of combining all the colors found in walls, rugs, and upholstery. 

COLOR in relation to entire house Rooms that open into one an- 
other should not necessarily be the same color, but should reflect colors of one another. 

Example: LIVING ROOM; Green walls — Ivory woodwork. We will assume that the color scheme 

of rugs, draperies, and upholsteries is Green, Peach, and Beige. To reflect these colors in other 

rooms, the following wall colors could be selected. 

HALL: Peach wall — Ivory trim. 

DINING ROOM: Dado and wood trim Peach — wall Ivory. 
French Peach carpet can be used throughout. 

GEI1ERRL Use not more than two or three basic colors in a room for harmony. Different values 
in the same colors will prevent monotony.
